The four Collin County com m issioners ag ree d in a special 
meeting late W ednesday afternoon that they would comply 
with the new state Open Meetings Law. 
County Jud ge W G. P ro ctor w ouldn’t even ag ree to attend 


the meeting. 
“ I contacted the judge about this m eeting and he m ade a 
statem en t to m e that he would not attend the meeting, 
stated Com m issioner Bailey Dickerson. 
Com m issioner Raym ond Jenkins also com m ented he had 
contacted the judge and that the results w ere the sam e 
The four com m issioners had called the m eeting in order to 
discuss the Open Meetings Law with the press and assure 
them the court wishes to comply. 
“ The m istake that happened here Monday, we want to 
m ake sure it doesn’t happen again, 
D ickerson explained 
early in the meeting. ‘‘It inconveniences the people, it in­ 
conveniences us, it hurts everybody. We d just like to m ake 
sure it doesn t happen ag ain .” 
However, Col. Tom E m erson, courthouse rep o rter lor the 
McKinney Courier-Gazette, quickly zeroed in on Ju d g e 
P ro c to r’s absence from the meeting, as well as the judge s 
ap parent refusal to ag re e to comply with the Open Meetings

com m ented. “ This open law thing can all be settled by just 
one thing and th a t’s having the judge say he ll abide by the

as judge pro-tem of the m eeting. ‘‘We will abide by the law to 


the best of our ability.” 
The other com m issioners nodded and m um bled their 


agreem ent.

“ I think if the judge could m ake the sa m e statem en t, it 
all be settled,” E m erso n insisted. 
“ I can m ake a statem en t for this court, but I can t speak 
for the jud ge,” M arion related. 
At this point, C harles Cook, m anaging editor ol the 
Courier-Gazette, spoke up and stated that his m ain concern 
was P ro c to r’s indication th at he would continue conducting 
closed m eetings, as he apparently has in the past. 
“ The thing that concerns m e is the judge has said he ll run 
the county the way h e ’s run it in the p ast,” Cook pointed out. 
“ Well, he doesn’t run the county,” D ickerson shot back 
“ This court does. I run one-fifth of this cou rt and that s all I 
can answ er for.” 
“ So you’re saying four-fifths of this court is willing to 
abide bv the law, rig h t,” Cook queried. 
“ T h a t’s righ t,” the com m issioners ag reed in unison. 
Cook went on to explain that if P ro ctor would m ake the 
sam e statem en t in public, the Courier-G azette would give 
“ strong consideration” to w ithdraw ing its ch a rg e s against 


the court. 
,, 
“ I ve tried to talk to him and he won t m eet with me, 
Cook revealed. ‘‘The Colonel (E m erso n) has m et with him 
and he refused to discuss it. Regretfully, if the judge refuses 
to say I ’ll ab id e,’ we have no a ltern ativ e,” he added 
Cook went on to com m end the four com m issioners tor 
their willingness to abide by the Open M eetings Law, then 
singled out P ro cto r for further com m ent. 
“ I think th e re ’s only one m em b er who is wilfully violating 
the law, and adm its h e’s wilfully violating the law and 
continues to do so,” he said. 
“ Well. we w ant the public to know we want to comply with 
the law ,” D ickerson stated. 


“ We w an t to try and correct our m istake, 
added both 
M arion and Com m issioner Odell Rushing 
According to D istrict Attorney Tom O ’Connell of Plano, 
who w as in a tten d an ce at the m eeting, the Collin County
